REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I hereby submit the following report for the depart- 
ment for the year 1948. 

The department answered 85 alarms. Six were 
buildings; one chimney fire; five for automobiles; and 
the remainder were for woods and grass fires. 

We answered two out-of-town calls. 

The total fire loss and insurance paid was $2,162.66. 

I believe it should be brought to the attention of the 
citizens of the town that the Fire Association raised a 
total of $1,350.00 from a Carnival run last summer. They 
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have spent this entire amount for material to rebuild the 
fire House. All labor has been donated by members of 
the department and interested citizens of the Town. This 
has saved the Town several thousand dollars in cost. 

We received our new fire truck the last of December. 
This piece of equipment consists of a 600 gallon pump, 
a 500 gallon booster tank with 2 reels containing 500 
feet of 34 inch hose, a hose body capable of containing 
1000 feet of 214 inch hose and 1000 feet of 114 inch hose, 
an extension ladder and roof ladder and 40 feet of suction 
hose. The cost being $8,400.00.

PLAISTOW PLAYGROUND PROJECT 


For the sixth consecutive year, the Plaistow Play- 
ground Recreation Project was held for a period of six 
weeks - July 12, through August 20. 

This project is financed mostly through town funds 
and is sponsored by the local P. T. A., and administered 
through a recreation committee of the organization. The 
town appropriation was $300.00, and the balance of the 
cost of $101.08 was paid by the P. T. A. Total cost of 
$401.08. 

It is gratifying to find that the enrollment and average 
attendance this year was the highest in the history of the 
project. The registration totaled 242, a gain of 52 and 
the average attendance was 81, a gain of 16. The Play- 
ground activities were held morning and afternoon, four 
days a week for the six week period. The largest atten- 
dance for one day was 260. 

It was necessary to find a new head instructor this 
year as Mr. John McDonnell, Haverhill Trade School 
Teacher, who had served so well in past years had 
accepted a full summer time position as instructor in 
Haverhill Playgrounds. We were fortunate in securing 
Mr. Raymond E. Merrifield, a native of this vicinity and 
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a senior at N. H. State, specializing in Physical Education. 
The assistant instructor was Miss Dora Gardella, Grade 
School Teacher of Haverhill, who has served efficiently 
and well for several years. 

A new idea was tried this year which proved very 
successful. The Children were divided into two color 
groups and engaged in competition during the whole 
period. During the last week a field day was held and 
prizes were given to winners in the many varied sports 
learned during the project. Baseball, volleyball, and 
horseshoes were the most popular activities among the 
older groups. Croquet, dart games, and badminton among 
the intermediate group. The swings, teeterboards, slide 
and sandbox were kept in constant use by the primary 
children. Soccer and squash ball were new activities. 
Baseball and softball games were played by the senior 
and Midget teams with the surrounding playground groups. 
Hikes were taken by the younger children under super- 
vision of Miss Gardella. Swimming was again a major 
feature for the second year. Bus transportation and two 
certified instructors were provided by the Haverhill Chap- 
ter of the Red Cross. Swimming instruction was given 
weekly at Angle Pond to members of the Playground and 
certificates were awarded to those passing the necessary 
tests. Swimming instruction was given to 104 children. 
A bus load of members were guests of the Boston Braves 
at a game in Boston. Another bus load went to the Benson 
Animal Farm. 

The following is the expense of the project. Salaries, 
Mr. Merrifield $162: Miss Gardella $120, total $282.: 
Supplies, Balls etc. $24.22: Equipment, volley balls, croquet 
sets, nets, etc., $40.25; two teeters, $23.61: Field day 
prizes, $16.00: Transportation on two trips, $10.00: Misc., 
$5.00. Total expense $401.08. 

We feel that the words of the Playground instructor, 
Mr. Merrifield best express our purpose, ‘‘To provide the 
children with a wholesome, healthful, educational and 
recreational program and to give them a chance to satisfy 
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their play desires. All recreational programs decrease 
delinquency and provide a better environment for good 
citizens.”

REPORT OF BUILDING INSPECTOR 
Town of Plaistow: 

I submit my report as Building Inspector for the year 
1948. During this year permits have been issued for new 
property estimated by the owners to the amount of 
$149,000 as compared to $206,000 for 1947. 35 New 
Homes in 1947 and 24 in 1948. The yearly total covers 
new homes, garages, additions, wayside stands and poultry 
houses, also a new Post Office building. 

I have covered several hundred miles in the perfor- 
mance of this inspection duty and have refused four parties. 
permits to build the class and type of dwelling they desired. 

I have ordered one party out of a shack, and also 
another with the shack demolished. Have removed from 
town a mill camp with 8 adults and 2 children, in a shack 
6 by 14 feet without proper regard for health. 

Our Chief of Police is very cooperative with me in the 
regard of the ordinances. The Board of Health have 
cleaned up bad sewerage conditions brought to their at- 
tention. 

We have a beautiful little town and we want to keep 
it clean and beautiful and attractive so that new families 
will locate and build here. All] that is required is that all 
abide by our building code ordinances and zoning laws. 
The enforcement of these laws and ordinances is my duty 
which I took oath to fulfill and have done without fear 
or favor.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of Plaistow: 


I hereby submit my second Annual Report. This 
report will include supplementary staff reports from the 
Supervisor of Music Instruction, the Supervisor of Art 
Instruction, and the Director of Health Services. This 
report will cover statistical information concerning the 
school year beginning July 1, 1947 and ending June 30, 
1948, with additional information concerning the statistics 
of the schools from July 1, 1948 to December 31, 1948. 


I. GENERAL INFORMATION 


The school enrollment reached a total of 257 pupils 
registered for 1947-48. During the present school year our 
total enrollment shows 246 pupils registered with an ad- 
ditional 76 pupils registered in the surrounding high 
schools. 

Our present teaching staff remains intact thus insuring 
a continuity of the same high level of instruction to which 
Plaistow has been accustomed. 

A. The Good Citizenship Medal: 

This award is made annually by the Sons of the 
American Revolution to that student who, in the 
opinion of his teachers and fellow students has best 
exemplified the principles of good citizenship.

B. The American Legion Essay Contest: 

This award is made to that student in the eighth 
grades of Plaistow, Newton, Hampstead, Danville, 
and Atkinson Schools, who in the opinion of the 
judges has presented the best essay on a topic se- 
lected by the Committee.

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. Il. CURRICULUM 


In our democracy the individual is viewed as having 
freedom to develop his natural abilities to the fullest 
possible degree. Starting with childhood he is constantly 
changing in mental and physical, characteristics as his 
natural and social environment may vary. A well balanced 
personality is not acquired at birth; it must be achieved. 
Born into a physical environment, man must, throughout 
his life, adjust himself to his natural surroundings accord- 
ing to ability, needs, and interest. Born into a social en- 
vironment in which he is involved with people and insti- 
tutions, he must adapt his behavior to the group pattern 
of society. Having democratic freedom, however, he can 
modify his physical or social surroundings as well as de- 
velop his own special abilities. It is the task of our schools 
to help the child in his youthful adjustment to his sur- 
roundings, tc lead him in his own effort to develop any 
special abilities he may possess, and to provide a foun- 
dation of good habits and attitudes which will encourage 
him to modify his surroundings for the better. 

The program of studies offered by the Pollard School 
continues to provide adequate training in the skill sub- 
jects such as reading, writing and arithmetic, though 
there is room for expansion and improvement in the fields 
of social studies, health, science, and physical education 
and vocational training. 

A. Audio-Visual Education:- Some progress has 
been made during this year in that a minimum program of 
maps have been made available from grades four through 
eight. 

By combining the financial resources allotted the 
school district and funds made available by the teachers, 
a moving picture projector, radios and record players are 
now being used in supplementing the education of your 
boys and girls. The use of these new tools of instruction 
require skill and special knowledge which necessitates 
outside study by the teachers who are using them. 
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B. Testing and Guidance:- The results of our testing 
program last year show the Plaistow students; by and 
large, are working well and show better than average ac- 
complishment in subject matter fields in relation to com- 
‘parative groups in the rest of the United States. 

To aid teachers in helping your child the testing pro- 
gram has been expanded to include testing periods In 
October and again in April making it possible for teachers 
pupils and parents to diagnose the difficult areas of ac- 
complishment, take steps to remedy the weakness and 
then measure the effectiveness of the remedial] action taken. 
: These tests measure only a small part of a persons 
educational progress in that it tells us only the child’s 
ability to “learn from books’, and how well he is using 
this ability. This program is used only as a starting point 
from which the teachers may aid the pupil in overcoming 
his subject difficulties. 

A battery of tests will be given this year to the mem- 
bers of the eighth grade which will aid the school and 
home in helping these pupils select wisely their courses in 
high school. 


C. Arts and Crafts, Vocational Subjects:- The areas 
cf Arts and Crafts for boys, and Home Economics for girls 
remain on an activity basis though a schedule has been 
worked out where more direct supervision is given. 


D. Art and Music:- Equipment and material for this 
important phase of the curriculum has been made avail- 
able. The program in both these areas parallels the regu- 
lar subject fields when it seems desirable and practical. 
An operetta was presented this year which gave oppor- 
tunity for the whole school to participate. Mrs. Thomp- 
son’s leadership in this area is to be commended. 


Ill. TEACHERS AND PROFESSIONAL 
IMPROVEMENT 


A. Teachers:- Plaistow is fortunate in having a staff 
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of well-trained and above all, experienced teachers, inter- 
ested in boys and girls, and concious of the need for con- 
tinuous study in our dynamic society. Without a corps of 
teachers who, by and large, have the “forward looking 
point of view’’, no school system can face the future with 
confidence that its young people are in good hands, or will 
they be able to venture forth well adjusted young men 
and women. 


B. Professional Advancement:- A new venture in 
professional improvement was undertaken in Supervisory 
Union No. 55 with the establishment of a three-week 
Summer School this vear. Teachers attending were able 
to secure college degree credit. The course covered the 
fields of Unit Planning and Child Development. The 
following teachers from the Pollard School were among 
the forty-five teachers attending: Ada Longley, Hazel 
Stevens, Hazel Witherell, Catherine Chesworth, Louise 
Jackson, Mabel Smith, and Helen Dilendik. 


IV. SCHOOL AND COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES 


One of the measures of a good community is the close- 
ness with which the various groups of the community work 
with and for the schools. Plaistow shows to good advan- 
tage in this respect as there is definite evidence of a close 
liaison among the various departments of government ser- 
vice organizations and the schools. 


A. Parent Teacher Association:- Through the efforts 
of this active organization our modified lunch program 
has been expanded, the summer playground program has 
continued with expanding participation. More important 
however, has been the desire on their part to sincerely 
promote the welfare of all the children, and school 
activities. 


B. Plaistow Public Library:- The school library ac- 
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tivity, sponsored by the Plaistow Public Library is recog- 
nized as a model for the surrounding territory. Mrs. Cook 
presented the program at the Summer School held in 
Salem this year, where it was accepted enthusiastically by 
teachers from the various areas represented. 


C. Educational Survey Committee:- Other evidence 
of the close liaison between school and community was 
the establishment of a committee to survey the future 
educational needs of Plaistow. The appointment of this 
committee was by direction of the voters of Plaistow. The 
committee has met regularly and has been a great help in 
formulating future policy. The following citizens comprise 
the committee: Mr. Arthur Colcord, Chairman; Mrs. 
Frances Bramley, Secretary; Mr. John Palmer, Mr. John 
Duston, Mrs. Anne Cornell, Mr. Irving S. Gilman, Mr. 
Phillip McKeen, Mr. Horace D. Colburn and Mr. L. Munro 
Grandy, Superintendent of Schools. 


V. RECOMMENDATIONS AND CONCLUSIONS 


I wish to restate the introduction made to this section 
in my ‘first annual report that “this might well be called a 
Plan for the Future. In no way should it be implied that 
these recommendations are musts but a program upon 
which you the public must decide’’. 


A. Teacher Status:- The Salaries paid the teachers 
in the State of New Hampshire show that the female 
elementary school teacher received an average of $2,300.00 
last year. Plaistow has always prided itself on the level 
of its teachers’ salaries. 


Replacements in our ‘present staff would require an 
expenditure of a minimum of $2,000.00 for an inexper- 
ienced teacher. Cost of living indexes indicate no appre- 
ciable decrease in the essential commodities. Therefore, 
it seems that increases are indicated. 
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B. Additions to the Present Teaching Staff:- Careful 
. consideration should be given to the addition of a full or 
part-time teacher in Arts and Crafts and Manual Training. 
Direction and guidance in this area is desirable to fill a 
growing need in the Pollard School for this type of train- 
ing. 

I again recommend that a male teacher be included in 
staff appointments next year. Youth guidance and the 
direction of an activity program for boys as well as girls, 
in my opinion can be served better by an appointment such 
as this. 

Ideally the following should be realized: 


1. A male teacher to direct the guidance and activities. 
of the whole school along with a limited teaching 
load. | 

2, A part-time manual training instructor. 

; oe 

3. A combination of these two, having a member of 
our present staff free to do necessary remedial work 
in the subject matter fields. 


C. Music, Health and Physical Education, Hot Lunch: 

I again offer for your consideration at the proper 
time when funds and space are available, expansion in 
these areas. 


D. Textbooks and Scholars’ Supplies: 


As a result of a gradual replacement policy our text- 
books are being brought up to date with a unified reading 
and social studies program through grade five. I recom- 
mend this policy be followed. It is indicated that textbooks 
will increase in cost from 20 to 25% and scholars’ supplies 
from 10 to 15% this year. 


EK. Maintenance and Repair:- It is evident that the 
present state of maintenance and repair of the Pollard 
School indicate unusual action, the cost of which cannot 
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be carried on a current budget. I therefore recommend 
special action be taken in this area for the complete re- 
habilitation of the present school building. I also recom- 
mend that the policy established last year of gradually 
replacing worn-out equipment, be continued. 


F. Planning for the Future:- 

1. Increase in Population:- We are told by statis- 
ticians that the United States is increasing in total popu- 
lation at a rate of 3,000,000 per year and that by 1955 
our total school population will increase about 45%. 
Plaistow is following this trend though at a lower rate. 
At the present time the room space in the Pollard School 
seems sufficient, though by 1955 census figures show that 
there will be a need for at least two additional rooms. 


2. Present Status of Maintenance:- After a thor- 
ough survey of our present facilities the following seems 
to indicate immediate action: 


(a) Outside Repair: Immediate painting of the 
Pollard School along with the replacement of many of the 
present windows. 


(ob) Lighting:- Inadequate lighting in the class- 
rooms according to present health standards seems to in- 
dicate additions or replacements. 


(c) Toilet Facilities:- Repairs and new sanitary 
precautions have been made though in any future expan- 
sion program new facilities should be included. 


(d) Interior Decoration:- Complete redecoration 
of the interior of the present building using the principle 
of “‘Color Dynamics” illustrated in the already redecorated. 
primary room. 


(e) Floors and Stairways:- The present condition 
of the floors and stairways show that replacement or repair 
is necessary. Present trends favor tiling over wood floors. 
This procedure has proven to be less expensive in initia! 
outlay and maintenance. 
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(f) Cloakrooms and Storage Space:- The present 
construction of the Pollard School would make it possible 
to have cloakrooms and more storage space in the class- 
rooms without decreasing space available for use in the 
classroom. 


3. Financing the Program:- The cost of the com- 
plete repair of the Pollard School is estimated to be about 
$11,000.00. It is doubtful whether this type of alteration 
could be financed thru bonds. | 

The whole project can be financed however, thru long- 
term notes so that the cost of the project could be-carried 
for from ten to twelve years at a cost of about twelve to 
fourteen hundred a year. 


4. Plant Expansion:- It has been indicated that by 
1955 Plaistow will need more school facilities; therefore, 
we should begin to think about what is needed over and 
above adequate seating space. 

Any modern school system today includes the follow- 
ing plant facilities: 

(a) Large classrooms (28 x 35) maximum pupil 
teacher-load 30 pupils. 

(b) Adequate light and heat. 

(c) Hot lunch facilities for all. 

(d) Adequate and sanitary toilet facilities. 

(e) Activity and (or) assembly room. 


5. It is recognized that the property tax payer cane 
not assume all of this increased cost. It is anticipated that 
the congress at this present session will pass laws and pro- 
vide funds which will assume from 40 to 50% of the cost 
of new building construction. Plaistow should consider 
this aid before attempting new building construction. 


G. Conclusion:- I wish to take this opportunity to 
commend the citizens of Plaistow for their loyal support 
of the schools. I also wish to express my sincere appre- 
ciation for the co-operation of the teaching staff and 
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School Board in guiding me in our important work of 
educating all the children of all the people of Plaistow.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To Mr. L. Munro Grandy, Superintendent of Schools: 

I have the honor to submit my annual report as Super- 
visor of Music in the Pollard School. 

The progress which has been made in Music Educa- 
tion during the past year, has been made possible by the 
keen enthusiasm and splendid co-operation of the teachers 
and students. 

In the primary grades rote songs supply the inspira- 
tion for a valuable experience which serves as a founda- 
tion for further musical progress. These songs induce a 
love of music, correct monotones, develop good singing 
tone and prepare for music reading. With the beginning 
of two-part singing in the fourth grade, a true sense of 
harmony is developed. Still richer harmony is exper- 
ienced through the three and four-part songs in the upper 
grades. 

Today much stress is laid upon appreciation of 
music. The children are taught recognition of instru- 
ments by sight and sound with the aid of picture 
charts and records. Musical stories like Peter the Wolf 
are used in the development of this phase. The boys and 
girls nave regular listening lessons, a very definite part 
of the modern music program. 

The operetta “Around the World’? which was pre- 
sented in November was well received by the audience, 
a success financially and of real educational value to the 
boys and girls, in that they learned characteristic songs 
and dances of many countries. From the proceeds of 
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the operetta, four small radios, a record player, and sev- 
eral albums of records were purchased. |

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART 


To Mr. L. Munro Grandy, Superintendent of Schools: 

1 hereby submit my annual report concerning the 
Art activities and instruction in Plaistow. 

After a year of progress a need was felt for more 
fundamental work in Art, rather than an all creative 
program. As Art governs our every-day living, so must 
the children have a sclid foundation on which to build it. 
The whole program was based on the fundamentals of 
color, figure drawing, lettering, and holiday motifs. In- 
dividual work and murals were made. An excellent qual- 
ity of clay was dug in nearby Westville, N. H. Articles 
were made by the coil and slab methods, also by model- 
ling animals and figures with it. 

New mediums were introduced for the first time. 
They were Poster Paint, Finger Paint, Onionskin paper, 
and an assortment of colored construction. We also used 
Project Roll paper for murals. : 

A representative from the Milton Bradley Company 
in Springfield, Mass., demonstrated finger painting. Ex- 
amples of the work were left at the school. 

At a Parent Teacher Association meeting in March 
an exhibition was held in the Pollard School. It repre- 
sented the work of the children in that school. At the 
meeting I had an opportunity to address the group of 
adults on the progress of the Art Program. Also, the 
_adults took part in an Art lesson. 
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Placemats, nut cups, and favors are being made in 
connection with the Junior Red Cross in Haverhill, Mas- 
sachusetts for the various holidays in the year. These 
will be sent to different hospitals. 

In November the eighth grade painted the back- 
drop for the operetta. Other “props” and posters were 
made for this school production. 

In closing I wish to thank Mr. Grandy, the teachers, 
and all who have helped me during 1948, for their in- 
creased interest and splendid co-operation.

One pupil attended eye clinic in Boston and is under treat- 
ment by Ophthamologist. 

March 23, under direction of Mr. Grandy, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, a tuberculosis educational film was 
shown, “This is T. B.” and all pupils through grades five 
and eight inclusive were given the opportunity to see this — 
picture at the Pollard School. 

April 12, Miss Constance Martin, R. N., Staff worker 
of the Tuberculosis Association assisted in giving the Tuber- 
culin Test (Vollmer) to fifty pupils. One reacted positive. 

April 27, at Woodbury High, Salem, the one positive 
reactor to the tuberculin test was given the additional 
benefit of a chest x-ray by Mr. Eugent Aliden, who is an 
x-ray Technician. The x-ray was read by Dr. Robert Kerr 
and this pupil was found to have healed calcified glands. 

The Plaistow Board of Education purchased an excel- 
lent set of measuring and weighing scales which is greatly 
appreciated. It greatly simplifies the weighing and meas- 
uring of the pupils. The program of weighing and meas- 
uring has been taken over by the classroom teacher as a 
development of a special health educational curriculum. 

Good nutrition is one of the essentials for growing 
children if they are to do their best work in school. One 
of the most serious hazards of the school age pupil is the 
tendency to cut down, on breakfast. This feeling may be 
attributed to rising late and the fear of tardiness. The 
effect in either case is to reduce the amount of food eaten. 
Gain in weight is the best single sign of good nutrition. 

Last fall, a pure tone audiometer was given the Salem 
Schools by the Salvation Army with the understanding 
that it could be used’ in Plaistow. This represents a val- 
uable development of the school hearing program. An 
individual hearing test has been given to many of the pu- 
pils. Due to the extra activities in my work, I regret 
having been unable to give each pupil the benefit of this 
test. 
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We have had ten cases of Scarlet Fever, no two of 
which have occurred simultaneously, which has neces- 
sitated my spending much time in the examination of ex- 
posed students. 3 

A set of equipment for giving the Massachusetts Vision 
Test has been used this year. This test series is composed 
of three parts: 

Part One is planned to sort out cases in which there 
is low visual acuity. The main difference between this 
test and those commonly in use is that the charts are con- 
structed to minimize the possibility of memorizing, and 
provision is made for standardizing illumination. 

Part Two is intznded to detect those who may pass 
the visual acuity test but who, nevertheless, have defici- 
encies which are latent and may require correction. 

Part Three is designed to indicate the cases in which 
there is difficulty in using both eyes together. 

Use of this equipment will give a considerable more 
effective vision test to all pupils. 

September 1, 2, and 3, I attended the school nurses 
workshop at Keene Teachers College under the supervision 
of Dr. bruce, State Board of Education, and felt that the 
lectures were helpful in my school health program. Some 
of the outstanding topics were: 

The role of the school nurse in screening and follow 
up cases of impaired vision, by Dr. Leroy Ford. 

Reasons for record-keeping in all nursing services, 
by Miss Florence Clark, R. N. 

Relation of the school nurse to the Crippled Childrens 
Program, by Dr. U. Saunders. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation for 
the fine co-operation of the School Committee, Mr. Grandy, 
parents, teachers, and pupils. Without their interest and 
support, my work would have been quite futile.

REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW EDUCATIONAL 
SURVEY COMMITTEE 


At the School District meeting held in March, 1948 
iu was voted by the Town to have the Moderator select 
a committee for the purpose of investigating the edu- 
cational needs of the Town. The committee was duly 
appointed and five meetings of said board were held. 

The first meeting was held on May 4, 1948 at which 
time we were privileged to be addressed by Mr. Paul 
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Farnum of the State Board of Education, who outlined 
changes in school conditions, stressing the importance 
of sufficient space as well as proper lighting. Mr. Grandy 
arranged to take the survey group on a tour of inspection 
of schools that have improved old school rooms, providing 
new chalkboards in pastel shades as well as redecorating 
walls, improving lighting and installing classroom cloak- 
room space, book shelves and work benches. 

At the second meeting on May 27th, all present a- 
greed that rehabilitation of the present school building 
“was the primary problem for consideration. It was sug- 
gested that competitive estimates be obtained to estab- 
lish tentative costs to put the present school structure in 
proper condition. 

The third meeting was held on June 30th and esti- 
mates were presented as follows: (These figures shown 
were the lowest bids for a proper performance of con- 
tract). 


Floors: Tile corridors and sanding 6 1,500.00 


Fluorescent lighting 2,800.00 
Painting (Inside) 2,160.00 
Painting (Outside) 75500 


Cloakrooms, shelves, and workbenches 2,500.00 


$10,135.00 


To allow for price fluctuation, a round figure of 
$11,000.00 was suggested. Also at this meeting arrange- 
ments were made to contact an architect who would agree 
to provide sketches of proposed school expansion, which 
statistics show will present a serious problem within five 
years, without expense to the Town. 

The fourth meeting was held on October 19, 1948. 
At this meeting the committee was addressed by Mr. 
Hersey, an architect. Mr. Hersey made a thorough in- 
spection of the Pollard School also the grounds and pre- 
sented two sets of sketches. One set showed the build- 
ing and grounds as they now stand, and the other showed 
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proposed changes as to future additions in accordance 
with the recommendations of the survey board. The 
first and foremost problem related to the removal of toilet 
facilities from the basement to the first floor. It was 
suggested by Mr. Hersey that the proper replacement. 
would be to the west side of the building as an addition. 
This would provide basement space which could be utilized 
for added lunchroom space, as the present accommoda- 
tions are very inadequate, also manual training space or 
possibly room for assembly. The second suggestion was 
an added classroom on the same side (west) beyond space 
allocated to toilets. 

At the fifth and last meeting held on January 13, 
1949, the conclusion of the committee was that rehabili- 
tation of the present school building was the foremost 
consideration to be presented to the Town. As far as ex- 
pansion is concerned, the committee felt no new construc- 
tion should be considered until further study of the situ- 
ation could be accomplished. Possible adjustment in costs 
or Federal aid would be an important factor when the 
need becomes more prevalent, as well as changes in future 
planning. It was further suggested that the opinion of the 
Town be ovtained as to having this committee or a com- 
mittee continue to exist until such time as their assistance 
might be required for further investigation into possible 
Federal aid and future expansion.
